Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1960. 

General  and  Vital  Statistics. 

No  unexpected  changes  took  place.  All  but  one  of  the  infant  deaths 
took  place  in  the  first  week  of  life.  Five  were  due  to  premature  birth  and 
the  other  two  to  congenital  abnormalities.  The  birth  rate  remained  low  and 
the  death  rate  high.  It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  differences  between 
1938  and  1960  as  follows: — • 

Population  Births  Deaths 

1938  ...  23,640  353  263 

1960  ...  35,330  415  668 

This  makes  bad  reading  unless  one  realises  that  the  increase  in  population 
is  mainly  made  up  of  retired  people  who  come  and  die  in  the  district. 

Cancer. 

As  a  result  of  the  large  percentage  of  older  people  in  the  district  the 
cancer  death  rate  remains  much  higher  than  the  average  for  all  districts  in 
the  county  and  country.  There  is  nothing  yet  which  people  can  have  to 
give  them  protection  against  this  disease.  We  do  know  that  there  are  some 
hazards  which  do  induce  cancer  in  some  people.  I  have  no  knowledge  of 
any  industrial  hazards  in  this  district  which  are  liable  to  produce  cancer,  but 
an  everyday  hazard  is  smoking.  Individuals  vary  greatly  in  their  susceptibility 
to  disease  and  some  are  quite  resistant.  This,  I  am  sure,  accounts  in  large 
measure  why  some  heavy  smokers  escape  lung  cancer,  but  for  the  susceptible 
ones  it  means  an  early  and  unpleasant  death. 

Although  some  forms  of  cancer  are  frequently  followed  by  a  shortened 
life,  there  are  many  where  cure  is  possible  with  the  right  treatment  performed 
as  early  as  possible.  It  is,  therefore,  of  paramount  importance  that  suspicious 
symptoms  should  be  reported  to  the  family  doctor  without  delay. 

Housing. 

The  Council  has  much  to  be  proud  of  in  its  housing  programme. 
Health  and  housing  have  always  been  linked  together.  The  Council  is 
providing  good,  well-administered,  housing  estates  and  is  improving  its  older 
property  to  bring  it  up  to  modern  standards.  In  my  opinion,  the  latter 
should  include  making  it  possible  for  everyone  to  have  a  bath. 

Flooding. 

The  exceptional  rainfall  produced  public  health  problems.  The  sewers 
in  part  of  the  district  became  so  surcharged  that  they  overflowed  their 
contents  into  gardens,  and  for  several  days  many  houses  were  unable  to  flush 
their  water-closets.  Luckily,  very  few  were  affected  by  sewage  water  getting 
inside.  The  water  supply  remained  satisfactory  throughout  this  difficult 
period,  but  some  private  estate  water  was  over-chlorinated  in  order  to  be 
sure  of  being  bacteria  free.  As  a  result,  there  were  complaints  of  unpleasant 
tasting  water.  I  should  feel  much  more  sure  that  the  public  were  getting  a 
safe  water  supply  if  small  estate  supplies  were  taken  over  by  the  public  water 
undertaking  as  soon  as  possible.  The  prevention  of  flooding  in  the  future  is 
an  engineering  job  in  ensuring  that  there  are  adequate  water  courses  which 
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can  and  will  carry  the  surface  water  away.  Some  householders  by  blocking 
ditches  or  impeding  the  flow  in  some  way  unfortunately  contributed  to  the 
cause  of  the  severe  flooding. 

Beaches. 

Sewage  pollution  of  the  beaches  in  the  district  was  no  problem  during 
the  year.  The  outfall  at  Kingston  is  not  as  far  out  to  sea  as  I  would  wish, 
so  that  I  could  feel  that  it  was  virtually  impossible  for  the  contents  of  the 
outfall  to  be  returned  on  the  beaches  even  under  exceptional  conditions. 
Even  better  would  be  to  discharge  effluent  free  from  solid  matter. 

Litter  continues  to  be  a  problem.  From  the  health  point  of  view  the 
principal  danger  is  from  sharp  objects  which  get  half  buried  in  the  sand, 
such  as  broken  glass  or  empty  tins.  Provision  of  enough  receptacles,  and 
their  emptying  regularly,  are  not  the  complete  answer  because  they  do  not 
stop  irresponsible  citizens  carelessly  throwing  away  things  they  don't  want 
or  leaving  broken  bottles  about. 

Food  Hygiene. 

Shopkeepers  generally  have  been  most  co-operative  with  the  Health 
Inspectors  in  making  sure  standards  of  cleanliness  were  improved.  The 
general  public  are  not  always  blameless  themselves.  They  handle  food  in 
shops  which  others  will  get  later.  It  is  true,  of  course,  that  as  far  as  possible 
shopkeepers  should  ensure  unwrapped  food  is  not  accessible  to  the  fingering 
public.  The  public  are  careless  with  their  dogs.  They  should  not  be  taken 
into  food  shops.  I  had  a  complaint  from  a  lady  who  put  her  shopping 
basket  down  and  someone  else’s  dog  passed  water  all  over  her  groceries  and 
bread. 

Blood  Donors. 

In  order  to  stimulate  a  few  members  of  the  public  to  become  blood 
donors,  a  leaflet  was  enclosed  with  the  rate  demands  and  Council  house 
tenants  were  circulated.  There  was  a  response  but  not  as  great  as  I  had 
wished.  Blood  is  frequently  essential  to  save  someone’s  life  and  it  does  not 
harm  any  healthy  person  to  become  a  donor.  Of  course  the  Treasurer  had 
one  comical  letter  saying  the  Council  were  trying  to  extract  blood  as  well 
as  money. 

Care  of  the  Aged. 

The  problem  of  caring  for  the  aged  grows  yearly  as  people  live  longer 
and  so  often  have  no  one  to  look  after  them.  Many  have  retired  here  from 
other  parts  of  the  country.  I  must  pay  tribute  to  the  voluntary  and  Local 
Authority  social  services  who  do  so  much  to  help  old  people  in  every  way 
possible.  Without  their  help  the  plight  of  many  who  are  awaiting  a  bed  in 
hospital,  often  for  many  months,  although  considered  urgent  chronic  sick 
cases,  would  be  desperate. 

Conclusion. 

I  am  very  grateful  to  all  the  Officers  of  the  Council  and  others  who 
have  provided  me  with  information  necessary  for  compiling  this  report. 

I  again  congratulate  Mr.  Oates  on  his  excellent  organisation  of  the  day- 
to-day  work  in  the  Health  Department  and  the  rest  of  the  staff  for  their 
enthusiasm  in  their  work.

Acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council,  the  St.  John  Ambu¬ 
lance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  operate  the  Ambulance 
and  Hospital  Car  Service  in  the  County.  Calls  for  an  ambulance  are 
made  through  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance  on  the  case  or  through 
the  Police  or  public  in  case  of  accidents  or  other  emergencies. 
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Health  Education. 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  this  service,  a  great 
amount  of  which  is  done  by  the  Health  Visitors,  both  in  the  homes 
and  at  the  Clinics. 

Mental  Health. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  a  domiciliary  mental 
welfare  service,  but  institutional  and  out-patient  treatment  is  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Home  Help  Service. 

This  continued  to  be  carried  on  by  the  Women’s  Voluntary 
Service  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council. 

The  W.V.S.  provide  a  Meals-on-Wheels  service  for  old  people. 
The  western  area  is  covered  from  Littlehampton  and  the  eastern 
area  from  Lancing.  At  Lancing  meals  are  provided  at  Chesham 
House  where  a  total  of  12,665  were  prepared,  of  which  6,895  were 
delivered  to  old  people  in  their  homes  and  5,770  were  consumed  at 
Chesham  House.  The  Meals-on-Wheels  supplied  appoximately 
160  meals  per  week  and  those  served  at  Chesham  House  amounted 
approximately  to  130  per  week. 


Hospital  and  Specialist  Services 

A  comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Hospital  accommodation  of  a  private 
nature  is  available  in  certain  circumstances,  subject  to  appropriate 
charges. 

Mass  Radiography  Units  are  stationed  at  Portsmouth  and 
Brighton. 


Chest  Clinics. 

Chest  Clinics  are  held  at  Worthing  Hospital  and  Southlands 
Hospital,  Shoreham-by-Sea,  which  are  available  to  all  residents  in 
the  Worthing  Rural  District. 


Venereal  Diseases. 

Residents  may  attend  Clinics  at  Worthing  Hospital,  St.  Richard’s 
Hospital,  Chichester,  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton, 
or  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Portsmouth.

Brighton  Corporation  supplied  the  parish  of  Lancing.  Worthing 
Corporation  supplied  the  parishes  of  Sompting,  Findon,  Clapham 
and  Patching  direct,  and  the  parishes  of  Ferring,  Kingston,  East 
Preston,  Angmering  and  Rustington  via  the  R.D.C.  mains.

mains.  The  North-West  Sussex  Joint  Water  Board  supplied 
Houghton  and  a  small  part  of  the  parish  of  Find,on.  The  Fitzalan 
Howard  Estates  supplied  Burpham  and  Warningcamp. 

The  water  provided  by  these  Authorities  is  perfectly  safe  and 
wholesome.

2,  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 
Western  Area 

The  sewerage  system  serving  the  Parishes  of  East  Preston, 
Angmering,  Rustington,  Kingston  and  Ferring,  discharges  to  the 
sea  through  storage  tanks  at  Kingston  on  the  ebb  tide  at  a  point 
500  yards  below  high  water  mark  and  functioned  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year.  The  sewage  from  this  area  is  passed  through 
the  system  by  means  of  ejectors  and  pumping  stations,  and  upon 
reception  at  the  Works  is  screened  and  chlorinated. 

Eastern  Area 

The  system  at  Lancing  functioned  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year.  Larger  pumps  were  in  the  process  of  being  installed.

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Redrainage  and  Sewerage  Schemes 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Parish  of  Findon  was  completed 
during  the  year,  and  the  situation  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  as 
follows: — 

Of  the  490  houses  in  the  Parish,  17  remained  to  be  connected  to 
the  new  sewer,  9  could  not  be  connected  as  they  were  not  on  the 
line  of  the  sewer,  leaving  a  total  of  26  houses  still  discharging  to 
cesspools. 

3.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

(a)  House  Refuse 

During  the  year  it  has  been  possible  to  introduce  a  weekly 
collection  of  refuse  in  every  Parish  in  the  District.  The  only 
occasions  when  this  has  not  been  possible  have  been  during  periods 
of  the  year  when  a  full  complement  of  labour  was  unobtainable. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  eight  rear-loading  and  two  side¬ 
loading  vehicles  of  modern  design,  together  with  one  van  for  the 
collection  of  waste  paper  and  other  salvage.  One  lorry  and  one 
tractor  with  trailers  are  used  for  the  disposal  of  pulverised  refuse 
at  the  Depot. 

The  beach  litter  collection  service  has  operated  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  summer. 

Refuse  continued  to  be  transported  from  all  parts  of  the  District 
to  the  Depot  at  Halewick  Lane,  Sompting,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Parishes  of  Houghton,  South  Stoke,  Burpham,  Warningcamp, 
Lyminster  and  Poling,  in  respect  of  which  smaller  Parishes  arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  with  Arundel  Borough  to  receive  the  refuse  at 
their  controlled  Tip  at  Scotland  Barn. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements  had  been  completed  for 
the  demolition  of  the  existing  Depot  at  Sompting  and  its  replace¬ 
ment  by  a  modern  plant  and  buildings  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  by 
utilisation,  separation,  and  pulverisation  under  full  mechanical 
process. 

(b)  Cesspools 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  has  continued  to  operate  success¬ 
fully  throughout  the  year. 

4.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

Tt  has  not  been  found  necessary  for  any  action  to  be  taken  in 
respect  of  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area. 

5.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS  OPEN  TO  THE  PUBLIC 

There  are  two  Swimming  Pools  situated  respectively  at  Mallon- 
dene  and  Ravenscroft  Hotels,  Broadmark  Lane,  Rustington.  The 
Pool  at  Ravenscroft  Hotel  was  out  of  use  for  the  major  portion  of 
the  year.  A  sample  of  water  from  the  Pool  at  Mallondene  sub¬ 
mitted  for  analysis  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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The  Swimming  Pool  at  Mallondene  may  be  regarded  as  a  public 
swimming  bath  since  it  is  at  a  holiday  centre.  It  is  situated  in  the 
open  air  and  is  of  modern  design.  The  source  of  the  water  is  from 
the  Public  Mains,  the  method  of  treatment  is  by  continuous  filtra¬ 
tion  through  a  pressure  filter,  and  chlorination  by  continuous 
process. 

The  water  is  drawn  from  the  deep  end  of  the  bath  by  a  pump, 
passed  through  the  filter  after  straining,  and  after  chlorination  re¬ 
enters  the  pool  directly  by  way  of  three  inlet  pipes,  or  alternatively 
by  cascade.  The  water  is  not  changed,  but  added  to  as  necessary.

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960. 

During  the  year  the  control  of  caravans  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  was  superseded  by  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  1960,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  29th 
August,  1960,  in  so  far  as  the  licensing  of  caravans  as  defined  by 
the  new  Act  is  concerned. 

As  a  result,  the  Council  gave  consideration  to  the  new  situation 
thus  created,  and  new  site  licence  conditions  were  evolved  and  sub¬ 
sequently  approved.  The  whole  position  with  respect  to  planning 
permissions  held,  came  under  consideration,  and  all  persons  pre¬ 
viously  holding  licences  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  were  invited 
to  submit  applications  for  site  licences  under  the  new  Act. 

The  situation  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  as  follows; — 

Eighty- three  visits  were  made  to  Camping  Sites  and  twenty-two 
to  individual  Movable  Dwellings. 

There  were  nine  commercial  sites  in  the  District  with  accom¬ 
modation  for  698  caravans.  Each  of  these  sites  is  fully  provided 
with  all  the  amenities  normally  expected,  that  is  to  say,  sanitary 
annexe  comprising  washbasins,  baths,  water-borne  sanitation, 
clothes  washing  facilities  and  drying  areas;  metalled  roadways; 
hard  standings  for  caravans;  ample  water  points  from  the  public 
mains  supply;  and,  in  some  cases,  additional  amenities  in  the  form 
of  canteens  and  games  rooms. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are  three  smaller  sites  providing 
accommodation  for  six  caravans,  and  41  single  sites  whereon  there 
are  stationed  individual  caravans.  Thus  the  total  number  of  cara¬ 
van  accommodation  in  the  District  is  745  in  all. 
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Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs 

Two  infestations  were  found  during  the  year  and  dealt  with 
satisfactorily. 


Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

Eight  inspections  have  been  made  at  premises  coming  within  the 
scope  of  the  above  Act.  Four  complaints  were  received  respecting 
smoke  nuisance.  Of  these,  three  referred  to  garden  bonfires,  all  of 
which  were  dealt  with  at  the  time  of  visit  respecting  the  complaint 
and  no  further  trouble  ensued.  One  complaint  was  of  nuisance 
from  a  Nursery  burning  oil  fuel,  and  it  was  found  that  the  trouble 
had  arisen  through  lack  of  proper  care  and  attention  of  the  plant. 
This  was  rectified  and  there  has  been  no  further  nuisance  from  these 
premises. 

During  the  year  two  certificates  of  exemption  under  Sub-section 
2  of  Section  2  of  the  Act  were  issued  in  respect  of  premises  where 
complete  reconstruction  of  the  heating  and  boiler  plants  is  in 
process.

148  of  these  have  baths  and  bathrooms,  the  hot  water  for  which 
is  heated  either  on  the  cooker  or  by  means  of  gas  or  solid 
fuel  copper  and  carried  by  bucket. 

8  houses  are  without  baths  and  domestic  hot  water  supply. 

126  pre-war  Council  houses  have  wash  hand  basins. 

The  Council  have  decided  to  modernise  a  further  132  pre-war 
Council  houses  during  1961. 
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Overcrowding 

During  the  year  four  new  cases  of  overcrowding  were  reported. 
Three  cases  of  overcrowding  were  abated,  involving  26  people.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  there  were  still  three  overcrowded  dwellings, 
involving  seven  families  and  26  persons. 


Unfit  Houses  Programme 

One  further  house  was  added  to  the  list,  so  that  at  December

Rural  Housing:  Improvement  Grants 

Since  the  completion  of  the  works  in  respect  of  the  first  house 
where  improvement  grant  was  made,  128  houses  have  been  im¬ 
proved  with  the  assistance  of  grant.  Work  is  in  progress  at  21 
other  premises. 

The  value  of  the  works  of  improvement  and  repair  required  to 
bring  the  houses  up  to  the  standard  laid  down  was  £35,751  11s.  9d, 
during  the  year,  of  which  sum  the  amount  of  grant  made  in  respect 
of  these  houses  was  £1 1 ,922.

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MEAT 

All  slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  consumption  is  centralised 
in  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  district. 

Daring  the  year  the  Council  submitted  its  report  on  slaughtering 
facilities  in  its  District  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  which  was  accepted,  and  the  1st  day  of  January,  1961, 
became  the  appointed  day  from  which  all  slaughterhouses  were  to 
comply  with  the  construction  regulations. 

The  attention  of  the  owner  of  the  only  slaughterhouse  concerned 
in  this  District  was  drawn  to  the  works  necessary  to  comply  with  the 
Regulations.  Plans  for  general  improvement  of  the  premises  were 
submitted  to,  and  approved  by,  the  Council,  and  Tenders  invited 
for  the  carrying  out  of  the  works.  These  will  go  beyond  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Regulations  and  will  result  in  the  premises  being  made 
eminently  satisfactory  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  required. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  connection  with  the  work 
of  meat  inspection,  apart  from  the  fact  that  a  very  considerable 
amount  of  overtime  is  involved. 

The  arrangements  made  with  respect  to  the  disposal  of  carcases 
of  diseased  animals  and  offals  continue  satisfactorily,  this  being 
done  by  sale  to  Fertiliser  or  Soap  Manufacturers,  and  the  value 
refunded  to  the  owner.

There  were  no  unusual  features  about  the  notifications  of  in¬ 
fectious  disease. 

The  case  of  Paratyphoid  was  a  boy  of  seven.  It  is  almost  certain 
he  contracted  this  by  falling  into  a  polluted  ditch  and  swallowing 
contaminated  water.  It  was  some  time  after  he  fell  in  before  it 
could  be  investigated.  Sewer  swabs  in  the  village  failed  to  indicate 
a  carrier,  and  examination  of  family  contacts  also  proved  negative. 

In  view  of  the  possibility  of  harm  to  babies  if  expectant  mothers 
contract  German  Measles  in  the  first  three  months  of  pregnancy, 
the  Council  decided  to  take  steps  to  have  this  infectious  disease 
made  notifiable.  This  did  not  take  effect  during  the  year,  but  it 
was  arranged  to  be  effective  from  May  1st,  1961.  The  idea  of  this 
was  to  try  and  prevent  abnormal  babies  from  this  cause. 


IMMUNISATION 


During  the  year  355  children  completed  a  full  course  of  primary 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  and  109  children  received  a  re¬ 
inforcing  dose.

The  more  widespread  use  of  vaccines  in  the  district  has  helped 
to  get  more  babies  protected  and  therefore  many  saved  from  serious 
illness. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  has  proved  itself  successful.  Many 
have  been  protected,  but  there  are  still  too  many  young  adults  not 
vaccinated.  It  is  tragic  that  some  people  do  not  take  the  trouble  to 
be  protected  until  a  few  deaths  hit  the  headlines.
